And. it came to pass that Obodas was dead; and AENEAS, whose 
name was afterward changed to ARETAS* took the government, for 
Sylleus endeavoured by calumnies to get him turned out of his 
principality, that he might himself take it; with which design 
he have much money to the courtiers, and promised mich money 
to Caesar, who indeed was angry that Aretas had not sent to him 
first before he took the Kingdam; 


*This Aretas was now become as established a name for the Kings 
of Arabia (at Petra and Damascus,) that when the crown came to 
AENEAS, he changed his name to ARETAS, as Havercamp here justly 
observes. See Antic. B. XIIL. Ch. XV Sect. 2. 
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yet did Aeneas send an epistle and presents to Caesar, and a 
golden crown, of the weight of many talents. Now that epistle 
accused Sylleus as having been a wicked servant, and having 
Killed Cbedas by poison; and that while he was alive, he had 
governed him as he pleased; and had also debauched the wives 
of the Arabians; and had borrowed money, in order to obtain the 
dominion for himself; yet did not Caesar give heed to these 
accusations, but sent his ambassadors back, without receiving 
any of his presents. 


But in the mean time the affairs of Judea and Arabia became 
worse and worse, partly because of the anarchy they were under, 
and partly because, as bad as they were, nobody had power to 
govern them; for the two kings, the one was not yet confirmed 
in his kingdom, and so had not authority sufficient to restrain 
the evil-doers; and as for Herod, Caesar was immediately angry 
at him for having avenged himself, and so he was compelled to 
bear all the injuries that were offered him. At length, when 
he saw-no end of the mischief which surrounded him,he resolved 
to send ambaseadors to Home again, to see whether his friends 
had prevailed to mitigate Caesar, and to address themselves to 
Caesar himself; and the ambassador he sent thither was Nicolaus 


of Damascus.

HEROD THE TETRARCH MAKES WAR WITH ARETAS, THE KING 
OF ARABIA, AND IS BEATEN BY HIM; AS ALSO CONCERNING 
THE DEATH OF JOHN THE BAPTIST. 


_ About this time ARETAS (the king of Arabia Petrea) and 
Herod had a quarrel on the account following: Herod the 
tetrarch had married the daughter of ARETAS, and had lived 
with her a great while; but when he was once at Rome, he 
lodged with Hered*, who was his brother indeed, but not by 
the same mother; for this Herod was the son of the high 
priest Simon's daughter. However, he fell in love with 
Herodias, this last Herod's wife, who was the daughter of 
Aristobulas their brother, and the sister of Agrippa the 
Great. This man ventured to talk to her about a marriage 
between them; which address, when she admitted, an agreement 
was made for her to change her habitation, and come to him 
as soon as he should return from Rome; one article of this 
marriage also was this, that he should divorce ARETAS'S 
daughter. So Antipas, when he had made this agreement, sailed 
to Rome; but when he had done there the business he went 
about, and was returned again, his wife having learned it 
before he had notice to her knowledge of the while design, 
she desired him to send her to Macherus, which is a place in 
the borders of the dominions of ARETAS and Herok, without 
informing him of any of her intentions. Accordingly Herod 
sent her thither, as thinking his wife had not perceived 
anything; now she had sent a good while before to Macherus, 
which was subject to her father, and so all things necessary 
for her journey were made ready for her by the generals, 
Aretas's army; under the conduct of the several generals, who 
carried her from one to another successively; and she 
soon came to her father, and told him of Herod's intentions. 


So ARETAS made this the first occasion of his emmity 
between him and Herod, who had also some quarrel with him 
raised armies on both sides, and prepared for wer, and sent 
their generals to fight instead of themselves; and when they 
hed joined battle, all Herod's army was destroyed by the 
treachery of some fugitives, who, though they were of the 
Tetrarchy of Philip, joined with ARETAS'S army. So Herod 
wrote about these affairs to Tiberius, who being angry at 
the attempt made by ARETAS, wrote to Vitellius to make war 
upon him, and either to take him alive, and bring him to him 
in bonds, or to kill him, and send him his head. This was the 
charge that Tiberius gave to the president of Syria.

After the influx caused by the Revocation of the Edict of Nantes 


1685 three additional congregations were formed, one on the eastern’ bank 
of the Cooper River, known as Grange Quarters, one on the west bank, 
kmown as St. John Berkleys and one at Jamestown on the Santee. 


This is a notable circumstance that many of the refugees to Carolina 
were of distinguished amtecedents and not a few of the nobility. Among 
the latter was Pierre de St Julian and his brother Louis and his brother- 
in-law, Rene Ravenal and Samel Bordina (?) all from the town of Vitre 


in Bretangney. They came to America in 1686. 


St Julien of Vitre France 
This is an exact copy of the de St. Juliens birth records at Vitre France 


Pierre (also called Rene) de St. Julien and Count of Malscar, came 
to Vitre and married Jeanne LeFebre, daughter of Janiel LeFebre, to 
Fougeray by his 2nd wife, Marie Bozault, grand daughter of Jean LeFebre, 
Count of Baubimiere and LaFaucillonais, great grand daughter of Jean 
LeFebre Sienn de L'Ambiniere and De Guyenne Farnel.

There is no document in Vitre except this one concerning the origin 
of the de St Julien family. From which French province did they come to 
Vitre? It might be that they were commected with the house of Barona 
of La Tremoille and it might be from the province of Peitou, but 
concerning this matter I know nothing definitely. 
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The Julian Family in Bohemia Manor, Cecil Co., Md. 


Little seems to be known in Bohemia Manor today about one of its 
early families, that of Rene Julien. The writer of these notes 
about him offers them for publication, not so mich because the family 
deserves recognition, as in the sincere hope that someone who reads 
them may help to clarify the period of his residence there, which 
is definitely known to have been from 1720 to 1737, as shown by the 
following records of his land transactions, and the period preceding it.

Bullock. He became a soldier as a youth and was in the army of 
James IT in the English Revolution of 1688, during which time he 


was( Roman Catholic.*) From reasons of preference, he is said to 

have deserted to the standard of King Williem along with many others. 

For his. services to King William he was given a grant of land on 

the Mississippi River and he used to tell his family that they need 

never consider themselves settled until they were established there, 

But his children when grown were not inclined to go to what was 

then a savage region, and persuaded him to buy land. He went first 

to the shores. of the Carolinas and, losing two sons there, he de=~ 

cided to remove to the more healthy region on the Eastern shore of 
fcecit &) 


Chesapeake Bay. There was a colony of French families on the 


‘Santee River in South Carclina which began to migrate about 1712, ‘ a 


due to the unhealthy climate. This family may well have been 7 


among them, An article published by the Chattanooga Times 1-14-1934 
in its department of "Leaves from the Family Tree" on the Julian 
Family p. 4 states that Rene’ Julien and his wife were living in 
Cecil County, Md. in 1712. Just where the author, the Rev. John 
Morran Wooton, now deceased, got his information is not known. 

The earliest record of Rene’ Julien in Bohemia Manor is in 
1720 as shown by the fore going land leases. The period from 1700 
until 1720 is blank so far as he is concerned, excepting for the 
record of the birth of his son Isaac in 1716 which appears in the 


Regis ter of St. Ann's Parish at Annapolis which is now in the Hall 


of Records there. It is not ‘known where he was living at the time b

of this son's birth. It is a coincidence that, on the same page with

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the record of Isaac Julien's birth (Rene's son) in the St. Ann's 
Parish Register, there appears also the record of the birth of 


Sarah Thompson 9-14-1716 "daughter of Richard and Mary Thompson". 


This is probably Richard Thompson Sr. born 1667 of the St. Stephen 
Parish Reocrds of Bohemia Manor in Cecil Co. Md., who had a daughter 


~. Sarah Young. It suggests that the people of Bohemia Manor may have 


registered births of their childern across the bay in Annapolis, 
perhaps by courier. A comparative study of the two registers of 


St. Ann's and St. Stephen's Parishes might reveal other coincidences 


which would be profitable to know genealogically. 

Rene’ St. Julien may have been a brother of Pierre de St. Julien, 
whose daughter Charlotte married in 1687 Rene! Ravenel in Charleston, South 
Carolina. He was a Huguenot from Vitry, Brittany, who went to 
Dublin, Ireland, with his family, and thence to America. Shortly 


after his daughter's marriage he returned to Dublin, where he died 


.in_1705, leaving at leest a son Pierre (Peter) in S. C. 


The family of Dr. Johm Julian, son of Charles, who was a surgeon 
in the Revolution lived in Spottsylvania Co., Va. and is not of Rene’ 
Julien's family, so far as is now known. 

_ Rene! and Mary Bullock Julien had seven sons and three daughters 
who grew up in Bohemia Manor, Whether or not they were born there 
in uncertain. It is known that two daughters were married there, and 
it is probable that some of the other children were also, records of 
which are missing wot ahead ies and are desire; By 1737, when Rene! 
Julien assigned his lease in Bohemia Manor to Henry McCoy, he was a 
very old man. It is assumed that this was the date of his going to 
Winchester, Frederick Co., Va. with five of iis sons, three of whom 
purchased land from Lord Fairfax, though not until 1750. The record 
of the afore mentioned son Isaac "g marriage there in 1741 shows that

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the family was in Frederick Co., Va. then. The father, Rene! 
Julien, was living still in 1744, the last known documentary date 
of him known to exist. It is assumed that he and his wife lie buried 
in old Opnegon Cemetery near Winchester, Va., land for which was 
given by William Hoge into whose family the son Isaac married. Shortly 
after Braddock's defeat in 1755, the five sons who went with him to 
Virginia from Bohimia Manor in Cecil Co., Md. fled through terror of 
the Indians with their families to Orange County, N.C. which later 
became Randolph County and Guilford County, where they took land 
grants. They left behind them what could not be taken in covered 
| wagons, two sons did not go from Bohimia Manor to Virginia with their 
father, the eldest, Stephen, who is named in the lease from 
Ephraim Augustine Herman to Rene’ Julien in 1720, and Jacob. They 
removed to Prince George's: County, Md. (Frederick Co. 1748), where 
the first record of them appears in 1743. . 

Rene' Julien, in America, became _a slave holder and a Presbyterian, 
and hated ers for their testimony against war and atave. He 
was large and tall, and is said to have had red hair, and to have been 


a@ perverse man of fiery disposition. Among <he present generations of 
his descendents, many branches have a red haired member in then. 


Mary Bullock Julien, wife of Rene’ St. Julien, is said to have been 

"a great lady". She was of Spanish descent. Search of Bermuda records 
—_—_——_— “ 

fails to revcal her marriage to Rene’ St. Julien. But “evidence seems 


to point to her having been a daughter of Capt. Stephen Bullock who 


came from a Quaker family. If this is correct, the attitudes of 
Rene! and Mary Bullock Julien must sometimes have conflicted. Some 


of their descendants in North Carolina became Quakers. 


Descendants of Rene’ and Mary Bullock Julien include many state- 
men, teachers, ministers, lawyers, and doctors from the beginning, as 
well as some without benefit of education, but all have been people 
of character. ;

Rene @e St. Julien was born about 1660, and no doubt was from 
Vitre,Brittany, in the northwestern part of France. A letter from Vitre says,"There 
is no document in Vitre showing what provinee they came from before coming to Vitree 
They are of nobility beyond doubt." There are birth records of nine children bern to 
Pierre(also called Rene) de St. Julien and his wife,Jeanne Lefebre. After the revo- 
cation of the Edict of Nantes, many Huguenots came to America. "Many of the refugees 
to Carolina were of distinguished antecedents and not a few of the nobility. Among 
them were Pierre de St. Julian, his brother Louts, his brother-in-law,Rene Ravenal, 
and others, all from Vitre in Brittany. A deed from typescript record of South Caro- 
lina Indentures for 1712-13,Charleston,p.67, lists Rene Julien, planter of Berkely, 
to Isaze Motte, 462 A, on Boowatt Creek, bounds on land of John Perry,Esqe,called 
Yough,4~-21-1712.This plantation was in the midst of Pierre Julien's many plantations'*: 
It seems very reasonable that Rene was a brother of Pierre. Rene is in a record of 
denizens, 3-11-1700. Lesing two young sons, Rene decided to move to the more ai 
climate of Maryland. In 1712 Rene de St. Julien was living inG ecil Count 


Rene became a soldier in his youth, and was in the aerny oe Jumes. IZ in 


the English Revolution of 1688, but for reasons of preference changed to the standard — 
of King William along with many others.

Boyne, July 1,1690. For his services as a soldier he was granted by the reigning 
family of England land beyond the Mississippi River.

By all known accounts Rene de St. Julien(anglicized to Julian) is 
said to have come to America after the Battle of the Beyne, after stopping in 
the Island of Bermuda, where he married Mary Bulleck. Her name in some records 
&s given as Margarst, but the frequent use of “Mary” in nanes of a daughter and 
granddaughters weuld indicate its correctness. Alse, the naming of the oldest 
son of Rane and Mary “Stephen” lends credence to Mary's being the daughter ef 
Capt. Stephen Bullock and Mary, his wife, who was administrater of his will in 1695. - 
Frem notes sent by Mrs.F.JMcAllister,737 N. Michigan Ave.,Chicags, 
60611 to Mrs. Snapp, and from her to te, we finds 


William Bulleck married Patience Paynter 1-1-1622, according te racords taken 
from Southampten Parish, the eldest in the Islands. lefroy’s Mexorials ef Beruoda 


Vel.I1,p.460 includes a pamphlet printed 1682 entitled "Public Tryal ef the Quakers 
in Bermuda en May 1, 1678", by Sampson Pond, late preacher ef the Gospel in 
Berauda. The chief on the Quaker side included William and Patience Paynter, 

among ethers. Stephen Bulleck, master ef a ship frea Earbadoes in 1676, was sort 
to jail for assisting Elisabeth Carter, Quakeress. 


In Colonial Recerds of Bermuda, Vol.V,p.403 we find “Manura” a servant ef Mistress 
Patience Bulleck's marriage to John Darrell,11-15-1671. Witnesses wre Patisnces 2 
John Bulleck, and Jehn Waimvright. Patience Bullock married Nathaniel Field, 5-9-1701. 
WWitnesses by Marian Bulleck”-who could have been Mary, who warried Rens St.Jalien, 
Patience evidently had two,daughters, as found in her having to pay 1 shilling for © 
every Sunday's absence from their parish church.It is believed that Jsghn, Steshen, 


and the two daughters were children of William and Patience Bullock. 


Rebert, Earl ef Warwick, appointed Hr. Stephen Paynter his agent in Eermada in these 
words:"Wheras I have many affairs to be transacted in the Semsra Islands vhich will 
require the care ef a person of fidelity and discretion, I have thought fit ard 
consider well ef your qualifications in both these reapsets.” 2-13-1645. In ths 
Story ef Bermuda by Hudson Strode we read:"Paynter Yale Plantation was ewned by 
Stephen Paynter."This may still be found in Berauda. 


Sems ef the Balleeks went te Barbadoas, on account of the persecution of Quakers 
others remained in Berauda. 


Mary Bulleck, wife ef Rene St. Julien, 1s said to have been a “great lady” ef 
Spanish dudcSndttish descent, reputed to have been very wealthy and beautiful. 

Rene is said to have been a giant in stature with red hair, a quick teaper, and an 
indomitable will, a Bresbyterian ef the strictest fore who particularly dialiked 
the Quaker testimony against war and slavery! Their attitudes must scastines have 
conflicted. Same ef their descendants in North Carelina became Quakers. ;
